TOO MANY VOICES FOR TIIE F A R M E R 


S e n a to r A r t h u r C ap p er of Kansas, recognized as the ch am ­ 
pion o f the farmers in the U nited States senate, says th ere are 
too m any voices speaking for the farmer, each with a different 
program. 
The St. Cloud Daily Journal-Press sums up the situa­ 
tion : 
“Each spokesman has a different proposition to expound. 
Each starting from a similar premise, arrives at a conclusion of­ 
ten at variance with those reached by every other spokesman. 
There is no unanimity, but too often a babel of requests or as­ 
sertions which leaves those who hear confused," is his comment. 
He would “like to see the farmers of the nation welded to­ 
gether into one great organization, whose officials could speak 
with authority for every clement in the rural population who 
would voice the convictions and the demands, dot of a group or a 
section, but of the greatest industry in the United States.” 
If that could be, the farmers would become the greatest po­ 
litical power on earth. 
Their slightest request would be granted 
by every legislative body in this country. 
It is a pretty dream, and one that will never be realized. 
Farmers are human beings like business men, financiers and man­ 
ufactu rers. 
Each is looking for his own advancement, from his 
own limited point of view. 
The raiser of wheat or corn is not 
in accord with the producer of cotton. 
Even the farmers of any given section can no more agree 
on many things than can the business men of a city tie of one 
political faith. 
It is human nature for each individual to reach his otvn con­ 
clusions. 
On matters of legislation there cannot b* one opinion. 
The ambarrassment of congressmen and state legislators 
can be seen when different groups of farmers demand different 
things. 
In Minnesota the farmers are not united on the good road 
program, although of course they ¿ill appreciate the improvements 
of the highways. 
Some farm clubs, as well as some commercial 
clubs, opposed the Babcock plan, while others enthusiastically ap­ 
proved. 
Had the farm clubs been in accord behind Babcock, Min­ 
nesota would have had much better highways within the next two 
years, a million dollars a year would have been saved in main­ 
tenance, and no person would have paid a cent more for highways 
than at present. 
That seemed a clear proposition, but there were so decided 
divergent opinions, that the legislature hesitated and stumbled, 
and was not equal to the full opportunities, although it did as well 
as could be expected from the medley of confusion from their 
dear constituents. 
There can be no more a one farm er’s organization than there 
can be one great Protestant church—and for the same reason. 
Each individual, regardless of his environment or occupation, i¿ 
an independent thinking unit of humanity. 
The great wonder is that we get along as well as we do. 
Even when the life of the nation is threatened there are patriots 
and traitors.

Some farm clubs, as well as some commercial 
ciubs, opposed the Babcock plan, while others enthusiastically ap­ 
proved. 
Had the farm clubs been in accord behind Babcock, Min­ 
nesota would have had much better highways within the next two 
years, a million dollars a year would have been saved in main­ 
tenance, and no person would have paid a cent more for highways 
than at present. 
That seemed a clear proposition, but there were so decided 
divergent opinions, that the legislature hesitated and stumbled, 
and was not equal to the full opportunities, although it did as well 
as could be expected from the medley of confusion from their 
dear constituents. 
There can be no more a one farm er’s organization than there 
can be one great Protestant church—and for the same reason. 
Each individual, regardless of his environment or occupation, b 
an independent thinking unit of humanity. 
The great wonder is that we get along as well as we do. 
Even when the life of the nation is threatened there are patriots 
and traitors.

The association found Tilden guilty recently of violating the am ateur 
rule in allowing himself to be interviewed about the play In a St. Louis tour­ 
nament but no penalty was meted out after he had promised that lie would not 
cheat against the rule in the future. 
The association may have room to believe that it has the champion bound 
and gagged for good, Imt Tilden will pop out again just as soon as tilings do 
not go to suit him. 
When Babe Ruth, the biggest figure in baseball, violated the rule against 
barnstorm ing several years ago, he was suspended for almost one-third of 
the championship season and the blow to the Yankees and the other teams 
in the league was terrific. 
The tennis association would have lost no prestige and it would have 
gained more international respect if ii had handed Tilden some kind of a 
suspension instead of a (dean white washing.

association was tickled to death to find a way clear to keep Tilden eligible 
for the Davis Cup matches,

“HOLE IN ONE” MADE AT BREEZY POINT.

New York, Aug. 1 S. Bill Tilden hasn’t passed up many chances to accept 
n fight from the United States Lawn Tennis Association. He Jumps into them 
headlong and slides out of them with his head not noticeably bowed. 
In 
waging his warfare, Tilden probably goes on the assumption that there will 
he no penalty attached to a violation of the rules more painful than a slap 
at his pride and dignity. As long as lie can remain the world’s greatest 
player he probably cares little for his political dignity. 
The association found Tilden guilty recently of violating the amateur 
rule in allowing himself to be interviewed about the play in a St. Louis tour­ 
nament but no penalty was meted out after he had promised that he would not 
cheat against the rule in the future. 
The association may have room to believe that it has the champion bound 
and gagged for good, but Tilden will pop out again just as soon as things do 
not go to suit him. 
When Ha.be Ruth, the biggest figure in baseball, violated the rule against 
barnstorming several years ago, he was suspended lor almost one third o! 
the championship season and the blow to the Yankees and the other teams 
in the league was terrific. 
The tennis association would have lost no prestige and it would have 
gained more international respect if it had handed Tilden some kind ol a 
suspension instead of a clean white washing. It looked very much as if tin 
assoc iation was tickled to death to find a way clear to keep Tilden eligible 
for the Davis Cup matches.

The defeat of Miss Helen Wills, the national champion, by Miss Elizabeth 
Ryan, the former California girl, was startling not because Miss Ryan is not 
a great tennis player but because Miss Wills had been playing so exception 
ally well up to that time. Critics who had been watching her game said she 
looked better than at any time in her career. 
The young champion, in her characteristic way, said it was nothing but 
better tennis on the other side of the net that caused her defeat. Hut it was 
learned later that she was not in the best of physical condition, that sh< 
was suffering from a heavy cold and that she didn’t have strength enough to 
speed tip on a soggy, water-soaked court. 
Hill Tilden, who saw the match, said she was not in good physical con 
dition but that she was also guilty of poor tennis strategy in not playing the 
net for Miss Ryan's soft chop strokes. 
Miss Ryan is a great player particularly when the conditions are such 
as to fit her style of game. For years she has been rated next to Mile. Leng­ 
len as the greatest player In Europe. 
It does not follow because Miss Ryan won from Miss Wills that the 
American champion would not he a match for Mile. Lenglen. 
Vinnie Richards heat Tilden in one of the earlier matches of the season 
and no critics wrote Richards in as the probably winner of the champion­ 
ship this year.

S e n a t o r A r t h u r Capper of Kansas, recognized as the cham­ 
pion of tilt1 farmers in the United States senate, says there are 
too many voices speaking for the farmer, each with a different; 
program. 
The St. Cloud Daily Journal-Press sums up the situa­ 
tion ; 
“ Each spokesman has a different proposition to expound. | 
Each starting from a similar premise, arrives at a conclusion of- J 
ten at variance with those reached by every other spokesman, j 
There is no unanimity, but loo often a babel of requests or aa-1 
sermons which leaves those who hear confused,” is his comment. 
He would “like to see the farmers of the nation welded to­ 
gether into one great organization, whose officials could speak 
with authority for every element in the rural population who 
would voice the convictions and the demands, hot of a group or a 
section, but of the greatest industry in the United States." 
If that could be, the farmers would become the greatest po­ 
litical power on earth. Their slightest request would lie granted 
by every legislative body in this country. 
It is a pretty dream, and one that will never be realized. 
Farmers are human beings like business men, financiers and man­ 
ufacturers. 
Each is looking for his own advancement, from his 
own limited point of view. 
The raiser of wheat or corn is not 
in accord with the producer of cotton. 
Even the farmers of any given section can no more agree 
on many things than can the business men of a city be of one 
political faith. 
It is human nature for each individual to reach his otvn con­ 
clusions. 
On matters of legislation there cannot \>r one opinion. 
The embarrassment of congressmen and state legislators 
can ix* seen when different groups of farmers demand different 
things. 
In Minnesota the farmers are not united on the good road 
program, although of course they all appreciate the improvements 
of the highways. 
Some farm clubs, as well as some Commercial 
clubs, opposed the Babcock plan, while others enthusiastically ap­ 
proved. 
Had the farm clubs been in accord behind Babcock, Min­ 
nesota would have had much better highways within the next two 
years, a million dollars a year would have been saved in main­ 
tenance, and no person would have paid a cent more for highways 
than at present. 
That seemed a clear proposition, but there were so decided 
divergent opinions, that the legislature hesitated and stumbled, 
and was not equal to the full opportunities, although it did as well 
as could be expected from the medley of confusion from their 
dear constituents. 
There can be no more a one farm er’s organization than there 
can be one great Protestant church— and for the same reason. 
Each individual, regardless of his environment or occupation, i. 
an independent thinking unit of humanity.

Rill Tilden, who saw the match, said she was not in good physical con 
dition hut that sin was also guilty of poor tennis strategy in not playing the 
nit for Miss Ryan's soft chop strokes. 
Miss Ryan is a great player 
particularly when the conditions are such 
es to fit her style of game.
